Catherine Bowman, • •nt of thefc 
witnefles, laid, when me faw Mr Humphreys fill 
down the./'eps head over heels, flic thought his 
ne^k muff be broken. It appeared from the evi- 
dence of Mr. Cooper, another witnefe, that thefe 


blows were ltruck by Lord Camelford with great 
violence. 

Mr. Burrows, a furgeon, faid, he attended ME 
Humphreys in confluence of this atHMt. His 
face was very much (welled, cut, and< t^^gured, 
and he appeared to be very’ bad. 

Mr. Erfkine, on t ie part of I^ord Camelford, 
called no withdTe*, buc made a very eteqtwut 
fpeech in mitigation of damages. He lamented, 
tnat from the nature of the cafe, the Jury could 
not be informed how this dilpute commenced. — 
The firil words winch were fworn to were thofe 
of Mr. Humphreys, \< ho faief, “ I have as g »od a 
right to look through as you*’ — now ibis. very ex- 
preflion proved that fome akcrcation had taken 
place between thejji betore It was a rnoft im- 
probable circnmftancc indeed, that Lord C. if lie 
had received no provocation wliatever, fltmdd 
baveftruck Mr. Humphreys; but the exprelhon 
he had juft alludeil to proved that fontjs difpute 
had taken plate between them. The Jury, would 
obierve, thal half-price had begun at that time, 
and the perlom who came in were of courYe anx- 
ious to get place**, and were looking into the boxes 
for tiiat piwrpofe ; and Lord C. and Mr. H. hav- 
ing met at one of the doors, that kind of Playhoufe 
leuffle which conflittried the firft aflatilt, might 
eafily hive taketi place.

H. ‘hid been inclined to hfcte appealed for fetif- 
Ldtou to wfyal were called Int Lawi of Honour^ 
but- which ougiit not to be named in a Court of 
Juftice, evep in that cafe, he ought not to have' 
made ufe of an expreffion, which under 
cumflances one Gentleman ought io life t# Ma- 
ther. Upon the whole the Jury, he hoped, 
would be of opinion 4har this was a playhoufe

Lord Kenyon ublerved, that the anxiety and 
eloquence difpliyed by the Isparrfcd Couulel, in 
making an apology for the Defendant, only tend- 
ed the more to TatCsfy hh mind how imp.rfeH 
that apology was. Tnei^e wa* one observation 
made by liim, which he ooujkl not pafs over un- 
noticed. He had told the Jury there were two 
ways of redrefiing an Tnjury ; one as a Gentleman, 
by pn appeal to che Laws of Honour ; and the 
other, by an appeal to the Laws of the Country. 
It was therefore for the Jury to decide, whether 
the Piaintitf had made a proper chcjce; and 
he finecreiy hoped the Jury would, by their rof- 
dift. convince the world, that when perfona were 
infufted, and made their appeal to a Court of 
Juftice, and the Laws of their Country, fuch ap- 
peal ihould not be made ineffectually. •
